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THE POLISH ARMY 


COURT MARTIAL’S_ 
HARSH SENTENCES 


The secret court martial took place in Scotland 
bast week of 21 Polish Jewish soldiers who teft the 
Polish Army to join the British Army because of the 
intolerable anti-Semitic attacks to which they had 
been subjected in their Polish units. The Jews were 
charged with desertion. Seven were sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment; the rest were given sen- 
tences ranging from one to two years’ imprisonment. 

The accused had one Jewish counsel to defend 
them, Dr. Manfred Lachs, who is now serving in 
the Polish Army. (Before entering the Army, he 
was secretary to Dr. Schwarzbaft.) The soldiers 
did not ask for additional defence counsel, as most 
of them said that they could conduct their own 
defence. 

They were all tried under Paragraph 46 of the 
Polish Military Code. This paragraph does not 
deal with deserters from the Army but with soldiers 
who wilfully or deliberately refuse to serve im the 
Army. 

Among the sentenced men were six who had 
volunteered to serve in the Polish Army. One had 
come from Uruguay, There were also several who 
had fought in the ranks of the Polish Army during 
the Batile of Warsaw im 1939 and that of Kutno 
Some had fought in France as well. A number of 
them d&played the wounds which they had received 
in these battles. 


“ We are still ready and willing to fight and we 
shall go wherever we may be sent. But we would 
rather serve 20 years in prison than one more day 
im the Polish Army,” they declared. 


Practically all of them said that when they left 
their units about five weeks before, they did so in 
the belief that there would be no difficulty in joining 
the British Army. They said that they had no inten- 
tion of deserting or evading service in the Army. 
All they wanted was to serve in a happy unit where 
their presence would be welcome. 

The possibility of suspending the seniences was 
discussed, writes our Polish correspondent, at a 
meeting of the Polish Cabinet on Tuesday night 
and was also the subject of heated discussion in the 
Polish National Council on Wednesday. Most 
Ministers now regard this question as a puray 
political one and are anxious to see it satisfactorily 
settled 


Lenient Treatment Urged 


The Foreign Minister, Mr. Romer, has been 
especially insistent on the Cabinet being lenient 
with the Jewish soldiers, because of the political 
effects that harsh treatment are likely to have on 
Poland's cause in this country and im the United 
States. He is supported by Professor Kot, the 
Minister of Information, and Mr. Banaczyk. 
Minister af the Interior, Mr. Banaczyk and Mr. 


Romer were present on Monday evening when the. 


Polish Prime Minister discussed the situation with 
leaders of Jewish organisations, including Professor 
Brodetsky. who had been invited to give their views 
regarding the possibility of putting an end to the 
uneasiness and friction which had been brought 
about by all the circumstances surrounding the trial. 
In the meantime the 21 Jews are being detained 
in the Potish Military Prison in Scotland. If the 
sentence 1s suspended, they will probably be set 
free, or sent to a temporary camp in which the 
200 Jewish soldiers who had. been transferred to 
the British Army were placed several weeks ago. — 
In both Liberal and Socialist Polish circles in 
London the whole affair has made, a very deep 
impression. Many Poles are sharply critical of the 
attitude which the Polish Minister for War and 
the Army leaders in general have taken up on the 
question of these Jewish soldiers. They deplore the 
trial and speak of it as “ a most unfortunate affair 
that should never have taken place.” 
Democratic circles, comprising a number of Polish 
professors and writers, are preparing a manifesto 
in which they appeal hoth to Jews and Poles to keep 


calm and refrain from any demonstration, and to be | 


mindful of the fact that they will have to continue 
to live together in the future as they have done in 
the past.

Prime Minister’s Intervention 


Mr. Tom. Driberg (ind., Maldon) asked the 
Foreign Secretary in the House of Cémmons on 
Wednesday if his conversations with the Polish 
Government on the question of anti-Semitism in the 
Polish Forces in this country have now been re- 
opened ; if he could give any account of the progress 
of these conversations: and if the subject discussed 
or to be discussed included the possibility of the 
transfer to the British Forces of those Jews still 
remaining in the Polish Forces who desired such 
transter. 

Mr. Eden replied: “ His Majesty's Ambassador 
to Poland, on my instructions, has brought to the 
attention of the Polish Government a full repor: of 
the debate which the House held on this subject on 
April 5. He has impressed upon the Polish Govern 
ment the great importance which H.M. Government 
attach to the Polish Government's continuing and 
intensifying their eflorts to eradicate any mani- 
festations of anti-Semitism in the Polish Forces 
stationed in this country and taking all the steps 
open to them to ensure that their policy ts translated 
info appropriate action in the lower ranks of the 
Polish Army. The Polish Government has kept 
H.M. Governmenm informed of the course of the 
inquiries which they have enstituted. Those inquiries, 
however, are not compicted, and | am not yel im a 
position tO make a further statement on the matter 
As | stated in reply to the hon. member on April 5, 
| am not now prepared to discuss with the Polish 
Government the possibility of further transfers of 
Polish Jews from the Polish to the British Forces, 
and this matter was not included in the above 
conversations.” 

Mr. Driberg asked if, as the latest Polish Govern- 
ment statement suggested, there were compara- 
tively few Polish Jews in the. Polish Forces, did 
not that immediately simplify the problem of 
transfer. Surely # would not dislocate our invasion 
plans” 

Mr. Eden said it was not quite a question of 
dislocating our invasion plans, but the House would 
understand how delicate and difficult it was when 
great operations were pending, and he did not think 
tt would be practicable for him to urge on the 
Polish Government that they should allow members 
of their Forces to be transferred to our Forces.

Fresh decrees have been tssued to ensure that the 
“Aryanisation of Jewish enterprises and property 
is complete. Jewish shops were closed down last 
Friday and their owners had to hand over .all 
perishable stocks to non-Jews by Monday of this 
week. In Budapest 18.000 shops have been closed 

Antal Kunder, Minster of Commerce, gave as 
the reason for closing the Jewish shops, the ridicu- 
lous pretext that Jews had been both hoarding 
consumer goods and at the same time had endan- 
gered trade by flooding the markets. The shops 
would continue to trade, he said, but without their 
Jewish owners of employees. He emphasised that 
Government policy entailed the complete elimination 
of the Jews from trade 

Special rations have been allocated for Jews. They 
are to receive only 300 grammes (about 104 ozs.) of 
sugar per month, and 100 grammes (about 54 ozs.) 
ofbeef or horsemeat per weck. They are forbidden 
to buy butter, eggs, or rice. 

The Hungarian Lawyers’ Chamber has expelied 
1.303 Jewish lawyers and the Szolnok Lawyers’ 
Chamber, 77 members. 

A report issued by the Central Statistical Office 
reveals that Hungary has 724,307 persons of Jewish 
denomination (4.9 per cent of the population).

Mr. J. D. Mack (Lab., Newcastle-iinder-Lyme) 
asked if, im further representations, the Foreign 
Office would use the bluntest possible language and 
say that this kind of treatment must not be applied 
to any ranks. The Polish military authorities in 
thes country had violated the principles of democracy 
and humanity... . 

Cries of “ Oh, oh!” interrupted Mr. Mack, and 
the Speaker intervened and told him that any 
comments on proceedings of courts martial would 
be out of order. 

Mr. Mack apologised and went on to ask if Mr. 
Eden would, in the course of any further repre- 
semtations, point out to the Polish Government that 
the House had not been satisfied with the action 
taken, and would he see that non-Jewish Russian 
Poles were given a fair deal. 

Mr. Eden said that they had spoken in the 
frankest as well as in the friendliest terms to the 
Allied Government. He was convinced from what 
had been said by the Polish Prime Minister that 
everything possible was being done by the Polish 
authorities. and he hoped the House would not 
adopt any contrary assumption 

in reply to a question by Mr. Dan. Frankel (Lab.. 
Mile End), Mr. Eden said he was extremely sorry 
but he could not put pressure on the Polish Govern- 
ment to allow part of their Forces to be transferred 
to ours. 

Mr. S. S. Silverman {Lab., Nelson and Cojne) 
Suggested that at the same time as the Polish military 
authorities were insisting on retaining Polish Jews 
in the Polish Army, the Polish naval authorities 
were refusing to allow British Jews, serving in the 
Polish Navy, to serve on Polish destroyers, and were 
insisting that they should be put ashore. 

Mr. Eden, after saying that he would be glad if 
Mr. Silverman would give him particulars, added 
that this did not affect the main thesis he had laid 
down, and at a time like the present he could not 
encourage transfers from one Force to another, 

Mr. Driberg then put his second question, asking 
if Mr.-Eden was aware that some 30 Jewish Service- 
men had been sentenced by Polish courts martial, 
under the authority grantéd to Aled Governments 
in this country by Parhament, to terms of mmprison- 
ment from one to three years, although the circum- 
stances in which: these men were arrested were 
similar to those in which about 200 Jewish Service- 
men and women were transferred recently from the 
Polish to the British Army withou, punishment ; 
and if “he would negotiate with the Polish Governs 
ment to secure the commutation of these sentences. 

Mr. Eden: “ I am informed that 21 soldiers have 
beea sentenced and that the sentences vary from 
one to three years’ imprisonment. They were 
charged with absenting themselves without leave. 
with the intention of evading service in the Polish 
Forces. One year’s imprisonment is the minimum 
sentence laid down for this offence in the Polish 
Military Code; the maximum is 15 years. As 
said in reply to Mr. Dribere on April 5, the arrange- 
ments made for the transfer of some 200 Polish 
Jewish soldiers to the British Forces constituted an 
entirely exceptional departure from the normal 
practice. Since that time the Polish authorities

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cannot disclaim responsibility because of 
reticence about the whole matter. Now they seem 
to have lost their influence. Even the advice of the 
Jewish Chaplains is not listened to by the soldiers. 

The decision of the Commander-in-Chief and the 
Prime Minister who are the only people legally 
entitled to advise the military commander as to 
whether he should approve, revoke, or suspend the 
verdict is now awaited. 

A statement issued on Tuesday by the Polish 
Minister of National Defence set out the charges 
and sentences and declared that only those who 
refused to return to the Polish ranks were tried 
before the court martial. 

Two soldiers who, before the trial, declared their 
readiness to rejoin their ranks were not tried at all. 
one of them being given seven days arrest for 
absence without leave, the statement goes on. Both 
returned to their units. 

The trial was ordered by the Polish military 
authorities after a stern warning against desertions 
which had occurred before under the pretext of 
joining the British Army. the statement adds. This 
warning was issued on March 13, after two groups 
of Jewish soldiers, 207 in all, were permitted to 
enter the British Army. The British military 
authorities declared at the time that they would not 
accept any more Jewish soldiers who wilfully relin- 
quished service tn the Polish Army 

Six cases of alleged offences agaist Jewish soldiers 
are now being investigated, the statement continues 
They refer to a period several months prior to the 
first cases of desertion. During the court martial! 
other cases. of offences were reported by the 
defendanis These cases will be investigated and 
the offenders duly tried.

“ The Representation of Polish Jews has-majn- 
tained and is unflinchingly maintaming the stand- 
point that a Jew, Polish citizen, must fulfil his duty 
of military service in the ranks of the Polish Army.

“ In accordance with this standpoint of our chief 

litical authority we, the leading members of this 

epresentation, who are at present in London, appea) 
to you to return at once to the ranks of the Polish 
Army and we appeal to all your other comrades to 
remain in the ranks and to fulfil with constancy 
their duties. 

“The entire Representation of Polish Jews, as well 
as #ts representatives in the Polish National Council,

_ Arguments for Separation 


From Captain JEREMIAH HELPERN 
To the Editor of Tne Jewish 


Sin,—After the most careful checking and re- 
checking of evidence collected and examined over 
a long period concerning the persecution of Jews 
in the Polish Army, I have no hesitation in affirm- 
ing that the tested material reveals a shocking picture 
of the conditions under which Jewish soldiers— 
most of them voluntcers—have lived and fought in 
the Polish Army. In the fight of the facts it is 
understandable why these soldiers preferred the very 
grave risk of desertion rather than continue under 
such conditions. As a result of studying this prob- 
lem very closely over a prolonged period T have come 
to the conclusion that nothing can solve this diffi- 
culty except separation of the offenders from the 
offended, and the best way of achieving this will be 
to permit the Jewish soldiers in the Polish Army 
either to join the Palestinian Jewish Battalions in 
the Mediterranean, or to create a separate Jewish 
Regiment in the Polish Army, with Jewish officers 
ami non-commissioned officers, and with a non- 
Jewish commanding officer selected from those 
Potich officers who have won the confidence of the 
Polish Jewsh soldiers. Naturally, there can be no 
question of compulsion if the thing is to be success- 
ful The Jewish soldiers will themselves have to 
agree to it. 

Miltary Oeactice shows that wherever recial, national, or 
teligiows friction cxista between soldicrs In the same army. 
m i always best to steregate them im separate units. That 
is why Mohammedans and Hindus are separated in different 
units in the British Army; why there are Irish, Scottish, 
Welsh. and other regiments in the British Army: and why 
ym and white troops are separate in the American 

rmy. 

High Polish authorifies and others with whom I have dis- 
cussed this question have advanced certain very plausible 
afguments against this. As these arguments are gaining 
currency may I ask for space to refute them. 

There are about 600 Jewish soldicrs still in the Polish 


Army in Great Britain, most of them in the Tank Division 


with epccialiaa jobs. If they are taken from their units, Bk 
is afgued, the whole Division will be disorganieed at @ 
critical time. 

Yea. when a Division goes into schon and tosecs 600 men 
an unusuel caperience—thcy have to be replaced in 
modern war almost immediatcly. The Polish Divisions have 
assuredly prepared adequate reserves for replacemem, or 
their participation would scarcely b« worth while. Militarily 
speaking, kt would be a far simpler task to replace at once 
these 600 “casualtics™ rather than tw prepare to go imto action 
with certain soldiers who felt gure they would be shot in 
the back at the first opportunity. Their belief may in reality 
be an ilusion—whart is important is that with such relations 
cxisting it is impossible to guarantce proper discipline and 
unity, both essential for fighting cfiiciency on the batticficid. 

The problem of retraining these soldicrs for the Jcwish 
Rartations in Palestine, of for an Infantry Regiment in the 
Polish Army as a seperate Jewish unit is another objection 
raised. Yea modern warfare provides every with 
such cxtensive training that two months of specialised train- 
ing is sufficient to equip men physically fi for any unit. 

“ If the Polish Government scerceates Jewish soldicrs they 
will be accused of anti-Semetiem and discrimination.”” This 
argument has been put forward usually with the addition 
that the two Jewish representatives in the Polish Government 
have strongly ureed the Jews to remain in the Polish Army 

To take the second point first: che Jews in the Polish 
National Council do not represent Jewry in any way They 
are appointed by the Polish Government They cannot 
speak in the name of Jewry. Because of certain associations 
of these Polish Jewish officials. ® is pretended that political 
Jewish partics. like the Bund. the Iewitsh Agency. the New 
Zionist Organisation, and the Agudat isracl, are strongly 
against the scarceation of Jews im separate units, of the 
sending of them into the Jewish Battalions or British onits. 
1 fear that the Jewish members of the Polish National 
Council have, no doubt innocently. caused a serious mis 
apprehension in the miod of the Polish Governmem. World 
Jewish reaction, as reflected in the official newapapers of 
all these organisations. and in the general lewish press not 
only in Great Britain but also in Palestine and in South 
Africa and the U.S.A.. shows that Jewry without exception 
uttered not a word of protest when the first 200 Jews left 
the Polish Army and were transferred to British units. On 
the contrary, cverywhere sympathy was cxpresscd with these 
soldicrs and a promincm place given to the debate im the 
Howse of Commons. with strong support for those MPs 
who demanded transfer. 


The Polish Army In Russia 


Another point made is that the Polish authoritics created 
a seperate Polish Jewish Battalion among the Poles in 
Russia. and that after a short time this Bartalion had to be 
disbanded at its own requcet, because they regarded 
scives as Poles. The experiment, it ts said, had been tricd 
and failed because the Jews themecives rcpudiated the 

it i¢ truce that at first the Jews in Russia who »~oluntcered 
for the Polish Army as Polish patriots opposed scercration, 
because they sought MWentification with every otha Pole. 
They thought that that would climinate anti-Scmitiem. But 
by the time these Jewish voluntcers reached the Persian 
fronticr on their way to the Middle East disillusionment sect 
in They were isolated and told by the Polish Army that 
Jewish soldicrs were not wanted in the Polish Army. They 
were refused food, Gothing. and accommodation. For 24 
hours they were compictely abandoned Then the British 
authorities intervened and forced the Poles to take them 
into the Polish units. Later, in the Neat East. the Jewish 
soldiers had it brought bome to them that they wert not 
wanted. that their patrictiem was not wanted, and that the 
old anti-Semitic fecling in the Potish Army hed not 
diminished but had increased The fact that these same 
lews w-day want to separate themsecives from the Poles and 
to iin the Jewish Battalions, and are even taking the grave 
step of desertion from the Polish Army. with all that it 
involves. is because they have discovered during this war 
that the lot of Jews in the Polish Army is intotcrable 

It is argued that the Jewish soldiers descricd because of 
cconemic reasons, because all they had in Poland bas been 
destroyed and they have nothing to go beck to. Hence, 
they seck to join the British Army so that they will be 
allowed to remain in Britain or to g0 to Palestine 

If these so-called ccofiomi¢c reasons are opcrative, the 
Czech Army. which is composed almost of 50 per cem Jews, 
and the other Allied Armies would have had the same expert 
ence with their Jewish soldiers: their countrics, 100, Pave 
been ruined. But we ste no mass Jewish descrtions from 
these other armics 

Jewish soldiers are appearing before a Polish court martial 
on a charge of descriion Whatever the sentence. these 
lewish soldiers will have world lewry and all friends of 
the Jews on their side. The only wish these Jewish soldicrs 
have is to febt the common enemy, and they are right in 
demanding that they should figm under tolcrabic conditions. 
They are right in standing up for their honour and dignity 
against those who have treated them as pariahs

Protests Over Polish Jewish 
Soldiers 


Unusual scenes of excitement preceded the open- 
ing of the meeting on Sunday of the Board of 
Deputies at Woburn House, in view of the certaint 
that the question of anti-Semitism in the Polis 
Army would come up for debate. It was only 
the day before that the severe sentences had been 
announced of the Polish courts martial on about 30 
Polish Jewish soldiers who had gone to London to 
a 1 for a wansfer to the British Army because 

the persecution they suffered in the Polish Army. 

Some ume before the mecting, a crowd gathered 
outside Woburn House, and some people distributed 
leaflets issued by a number of branches of the 
Workers’ Circle Friendly Society, and headed “ An 
Appeal to Members of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews,” urging the Board to demand the 
immediate abrogation of the sentences and to protest 

blicly and officially against this active anti- 

itism practised on British soil. 

Large numbers of representatives of Synagogues 
and Jewish organisations were at that time engaged 
m seeing the President of the Board, Professor S. 
Brodetsky on the subject. 

“When Prof. Brodetsky took his seat, the public 
gallery, which can accommodate only a relatively 
small number of people, was tightly packed, and 
many were unable to get in. By resolution of the 
mecting. visitors were thereupon admitted also to 
the hall. 

The President expressed the congratulations of 
the Board to Princess Elizabcth on her 18th 
birthday. 

He also asked the Board to express its sympathy 
on the deaths of three men in the last few weeks: 
Major-General Orde Wingate; Mr. W. P. Crozier, 
the late Editor of the MancuesTer GUARDIAN: and 
Lord Snel. He parnd tributes to all three 

Prof. Brodcisky made a statement on the heroic 
fight of the Jews in the Warsaw ghetto a year ago 
and said itt had been decided to arrange a memorial 
service to be held at the Bevis Marks Synagogue 
on May 22, Yom Kippur Katan, at 530 p.m. On 
that day memorial services would also be held in 
communities all over the country. 

The Board stood in two minutes’ silence in 
memory of Warsaw's martyred Jewish heroes. 


A Vast Amount of Concern 


Prof. Brodetsky made a statement on Polish- 
Jewish relations im the Polish Forces. The matter 
was one, he said, which was causing a vast amount 
of concern in the Jewish community of this country, 
among the Jews all over the world, and indeed 
among all people who were concerned for the funda- 
mental principle for which this war was being waged 
against the Nazis 

A Polish newspaper in Palestine referred to this 
matter as being an mtcrnal Polish question. He 
made it perfectly clear that under no conditions 
could they agree that anti-Semitism anywhere, unde: 
any conditions, was an internal question for the 
particular country or the particular place in which 
this phenomenon took piace. 

But he believed that the present situation was 
scrious, particularly because in their own 
country, in one of the armics of the United Nations 
fighting with this country against Nazism, acts of 
anti-Semitism had been carried out, as they knew, 
for a number of years. , 

He had had. he continued, an opportunity of sec- 
ing a considerable number of the statements made b) 
Jewish soldiers in the Polish Army. It was, of 
course, not pessibie for him, as be had not had the 
opportunity of investigating the statemenis per- 
sonally, to make any comment about them, except 
to say that the consistency of the statements and the 
consistency of the anti-Semitic activities alicecd, 
with other anti-Semitic activities of the past in con- 
nection with the Polish Army, made it clear that they 
had 2 very serious phenomenon to deal with. And 
the possibility of anti-Semitic activitics inside the 
Polish Army was One against which they must 
protest vigorously and in connection with which 
they must ask for the proper action. (applausc ) 


The Word “ Desertion ” 


The result of that court martial had -caused them 
the gravest disquiet, and they must emphatically 
protest against conditions which had induced men 
to act in a manner which brought them m the 
corners of military law. When men felt that they 
could not as a result of years of expenence continuc 
to serve in an army, then he, for onc, felt that the 


ordinary man would refuse to use the word > 


“ desertion ™ in connection with these soldiers and 
would ask that the problem should be considered 
not from the point of view of punishing those 
soldiers for protesting, but rather would want to 


know what had been done by the Polish Govern- . 


ment and the authorities of the Polish Army in order 
to make clear that that kind of thing would not 
happen in the future: (oud applause.) 

‘The Board, he said, would continue to do every- 
thing possible with their Government and with the 
Polish Government. and they would not be content 
until the rights of Jews were fully safeguarded. 
(applause.) 

Dre. S. LevensperGc (Manchester, Central) asked 
what had the Polish-Jewish authorities done in order 
io eliminate anti-Semitism in the Polish Army.

A.J.A. AND AGREEMENT 
WITH DEPUTIES 


Council Approves 


The amended a t between the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and the Board of Deputies (adopted by 
the Board on March 19), was accepted by the 
Council of the Association at its meeting last week, 
which was held at Woburn House under the chair- 
manship of the President, Mr. Leonard Stein. 

In submitting to the Council the report of the 
General Purposes and Foreign Committee, the 
President deak in particular with a paragraph which 
was concerned with the relations between the Asso- 
cration and the Board of Deputics. 

Council was aware, he said, that ever since 
the dissolution of the Joint Forcign Committee in 
July, 1943, the General Purposes and Foreign Com- 
mittee had, tn accordance with the express injunc- 
tions of the Council, done its best to ensure that the 
activities of the Association and the Board should, 
as tar as possible, be co-ordinated. He described 
briefly the negotiations between the two bodies and 
the new position which had occurrred with the 
agreement which was approved between the Deputies 
and the World Jewish Congress. The terms of that 
agreemem were public property. He would not 
comment on them beyond saying that, in the opinion 
of the Association's General Pur and Foreign 
Committee, there was now no sufficient reason why 
the Association should abstain from entering into a 
ms arrangement with the Board 

The Council, added Mr. Stein, would, he thought, 
desire him to make it clear that its approval of the 
agreement would in no way link the Association 
with the World Jewish Congress, and that. so far 
as that body was concerned, the Association wowld 
retain complete independence and lItherty of 
action 


Hope for Fruitful Co-operation 


“ I hope,” he concluded, “ as we must all hope, 
that, difficulties having been smoothed away, there 
may once more be fruitful co-operation between 
the two bodies of British Jews which have so long

The report of the General Purposes and Forcign 
Committee was presented. 

In connection with a paragraph dealing with 
Hungary, the President said the Association had, to 
the best of its ability, co-operated with the Board 
of Deputies in maxing representations in the appro- 
priate quarters But he would be deluding the 
Counct! if he suggested that those representations 
could be counted upon to be effective in avertung the 
disaster which seemed to loom before them im 
Hungary 


With regara to a paragraph on Uruguay, he. 


said a British school accused of anti-Semitism was 
net a Britessh Government school, nor a British 
Council school. It was independent cither of the 
Government or of any-Governmment agency. The 
substance of the allegations were reported in THE 
JewtsH CHRONICLE some time ago. The whole 
matter was under inquiry. 

Mr. William Goldstein raised the question of 
letters in THe Times, from Dr. Weizmann and on 
the following day from Mr. Basil Henriques, and 
asked if the sentiments expressed by Mr. Henriques 
were his personal views or the views of the Angio- 
Jewish Association? His opposition to the idea of 
a Jewish State or Commonwealth was well Lnown, 
and Mr. Goldstein asked what steps the Council 
intended to take to inform the community that the 
A.J.A. dissociated itself from the expressions and 
sentiments emanating fram Mr. Henriques. 

Mr. Stein said it was quite plain to everybody who 
read the letter that Mr. Henriques was writ'ng as 
a private citizen and was just as much entitled to 
express his views as anybody else. There wasn't 
the slightest suggestion in his letter that he was 
speaking for the Association or in any official 
capacity at all. He could not imagine that the 
Council was going to impose a kind of censorship 
on its members as to what they would say as

Plying-Officer 8S. W. D. Rowson asked whether 
there was any information as to what was happening 
in Argentina with regard to the Ica? [It was reported 
last week that a fine of 10,000,000 pesos had been 
imposed on Ica in Argentina for alleged failure to 
comply with laws taxing absentces. 

Mr. Stein replied that he could give no informa- 
tion except that which had appeared in the press. 
The Jewish Colonisation Association, which was 
of course the body primarily concerned, was taking 
what action it thought appropriate and likely to be 
effective. 

The report was adopted. 

Mr. 1..W. Goldberg, the Chairman, moved the 
report of the Committee on Membership and 
Organisation. Referring to an item which recorded 
the proposed production of a bulletin containigg 
reports of the Association’s activities, &c., he said 
that Mr. Albert M. Hyamson had undertaken to 
edit it. It would be circulated to members. 

Mr. B. A. Levinson brought up the question of 
the Association and the World Jewish Congress, and 
said that if the facts which were given to him about 
the W.J.C. were substantiated, the disparity between 
the active operations of the Association and the 
Congress was most remarkable. He ur that they 
should act in unison with any other y serving 
the interests of Jewry abroad. 

After some discussion Mr. Stein said that Mr. 
Levinson was within his rights to revive the question 
and he could submit 4 resolution for discussion 
he wanted to 

The Council agreed, and the report was carried. 

The Council then went into private session to hear 
a Satement by Dr. Chaim Weizmann.

BRITISH LABOUR PARTY 
AND PALESTINE 


Support for Jewish Case 


A statement of policy on “ The International 
Post-War Settlement” has been issued by the 
British Labour Party and will come before the 
conference of the Party at Whitsuntide. It con- 
tains a section outlining the policy of the Party 
regarding Palestine, which says: 

There is surely neither hope nor meaning in a 
‘Jewish National Home’ unless we are prepared 
to let Jews, if they wish, enter this tiny land in such 
numbers as to become a majority. There was a 
strong case for this before the war. There is an 
irresistible case now, after the unspeakable atrocities 
of the coid and calculated German Nazi plan to 
kill all Jews in Europe. Here, too, in Palestine 
surely is a case, on human grounds and to promote 
a stable settlement, for transfer of population. 

“ Let the Arabs be encouraged to move out as 
the Jews move in. Let them be compensated hand- 
somely for their land and let their settlement cise- 
where be carefully organised and generously 
financed, The Arabs have many wide territories of 
their own; they must not claim to exclude the Jews 
from this small area of Palestine, less than the size 
of Wales. Indeed, we should re-cxamine also the 
possibility of extending the present Palestinian 
boundaries, Dy agreement with Egypt, Syria, or 
Transjordan. Moreover, we should seck to win 
the full sympathy and support of both the American 
and Russian Governments for the execution of this 
Palestinian policy.”

Books in Hebrew and English 


A reception was held last week by the yy 
Publication Committee at Grosvenor House, Par 
Lane, W. 

Dr. S. Klinger, who presided, said that the object 
of the Committee was to collect, collate, and publish 
the dispersed, hidden, scattered works of Viadimir 
Jabotinsky, written 9 many languages, and spread 
all over the world. This was a monumental task 
that could not adequatcly be done by private enter- 
prise. 

The Committee had already collected 1,000 
articles, written in cight languages, but i was 
estimated that this represented about onc-fifteenth 
Their affiliated Com- 
mittee in New York had already published one 
volume in England, and the Palestine Committce 
had printed two volumes in Hebrew. The aim was 
to publish a complete collection of 24 volumes, 
simultaneously in Hebrew and English, from Pales- 
oo New York. Funds were needed for this 
work. 

Sir Patrick Hannon, M.P., said that Jabotinsky 
was an outstanding figure in Jewish statesmanship. 
They in the House of Commons, he added, were 
hopeful that the Land of Promise would at last be 
seen on the horizon of the Jewish people. But above 
all he thought that very gentle and kindly diplomacy 
was needed at the moment to solve the Arab- 
Jewish problem. There could be no doubt that the 
diffusion of Jabotinsky's writings would not only 
be a blessing to Jewry but would prove of invalu- 
able heip to many outside their ranks. 


M.P.’s Boundless Admiration 


Mr. R. H. Morgan, M.-P., spoke of his boundless 
admiration for the Jewish way of life in Palestine, 
which he had seen at first hand. It was difficult, he 
saki, for the Governmeént to do anything concrete 
in the matter of Palestine at the moment, but it 
should be regarded by the Jews as a time for the 
sowing of the seed of knowledge of Jews and Jewish 
hopes and the publication of Jabotinsky’s works 
would be of inestimable value to this end. 

Major H. A. Procter, M.P., said that Jabotinsky 
was a statesman in contradrstinction to a politician. 
He expressed the Nefesh of the Jewish people and 
appreciated their mission in being the means of 
spreading religious truth.

REFUGEE BODIES GO 
TO If 


Adequate Funds So Far Available 


The condition of refugees in the Balkan countries 
was described as “ bordering on catastrophic " by 
Mr, Ira Hirschmann, Ankara representative of the 
War Refugee Board, speaking at a press conference 
in Washington last week. 

President Roosevelt, Mr. Hirschmann said, is 
regarded as a god by the oppressed people in Europe 
and his call to the free peoples to open their frontiers 
to refugees had an electrifying effect in the Balkans. 
Negotiations for the evacuation of more Jewish 
refugees have now been completed, Mr. Hirschmann 
revealed, The Turkish ship Tari will take 1,500 
Jews from Constanza to Haifa as soon as safe con- 
duct has been granted by the Germans. 

The Soviet Government had already granted safe 
conduct for the ship, Russian officials, said Mr. 
Hirschmann, had assured him that the USSR. 
will assist all refugees who come into the hands of 
the Soviet Army during its advance. 

He emphasised that 48,000 Jews had been safe! 
removed from Transnistria into Rumania as a resu 
of the efforts of the War Refugee Board. 

Sir Herbert Emerson, Director of the Inter- 
governmental Committee on Refugees, conferred in 
Washington recently with Mr. John . Pehle, 
Executive Director of the U.S.A. War Refugee 
Board. Mr. Patrick Malin, American Vice-Director 
of the Intergovernmental Committec, also took part 
in the deliberations. 

Complete Agreement Reached 

A joint announcement issued by Sir Herbert and 
Mr. Pehle states that the discussions had been most 
successful, They had reached complete agreement 
on organisational relations, the announcement said, 
and had also taken definite steps to tmcrease the 
effectiveness of the efforts being made on behalf of 
the refugees. | 

Sir Herbert said that he was making arrange- 
ments also to confer with Mr. Myron Taylor, mem- 
bers of the War Refugee Board and representatives 
of voluntary refugee relief groups who were doing 
invaluable work 

Mr. Pehle announced that Mr. Ivor Olsen has been 
appointed representative of the War Refugee Board 
in Sweden Dr. Robert C. Dexter, Executive 
Director of the Unitarian Service Committee, has 
been appointed representative of the Board in 
Lisbon, and Mr. Roswell McLelland, representative 
in Berne. 3 

Rumours that the rescue work of the Board is 
being impeded by lack of funds are denied by Mr. 
Pehic. in a message to the Emergency Commitee 
io Save the Jewish People of Europe. The message 
emphasises that despite obstacles, “every day,

HONOURING THE WARSAW 
HEROES 


- Moving Services in England and 
America . 


Representatives of the United States Government, 
diplomats, and church dignitaries joined in a glow- 
ing tribute to the heroes of the Warsaw ghetto last 
week, when impressive ceremonies to commemorate 
the first anniversary of the battle in the ghetto were 
held throughout the country. Tens of thousands of 
Jews all over America stopped work in the morning 
for ten minutes, while thousands of shops closed 
at the same time. as part of the huge nation-wide 
demonstration. 


A statement issued from the White House declared 
that “ President Roosevelt and all liberty-loving 
people throughout the world will always remember 
the heroic fig of the brave people in the Warsaw 
ghetto.” 

Bishop Manning declared thaf he was “ praying 
on this day for the ghetto martyrs whom the world 
will never forget.” 

Lord Halifax, the British Ambassador, issued a 
statement saying that the Nazis would pay for their 
crimes against the Jews. 

Over 15,000 Polish Jews, including many Rabbis, 
marched to the City Hall in New York. The pro- 
cession was led by Rabbi Isaac Rubinstein. from 
Vilna, a forme: member of the Polish Senate. Mayor 
Fiorello H. LaGuardia paid a tribute to the heroes 
of the ghetio 

Synagogues throughout the country held memorial 
services when special prayers were recited 

A plea for the speediest possible action by the 
democracies to rescue those who can still be saved 
was made at a packed meeting held at Carnegie Hall. 
A demand was also made for the opening of the gates 
of Palestine with a guarantee that every Jew arriving 
there be admitted and allowed to stay perma- 
nently in the country.

Service in. London 


Members of the Polish Government and of the 
Polish Ministry of War joined with Rabbanim and 
Zionist leaders in a service at the Nelson Street 
Sphardish Synagogue in London's East End last 
week to commemorate the first anniversary of the 
battle of the Warsaw ehetto. The service. which 
was held under the aegis of the Federation of Polish 
Jews in Great Britain, was conducted by the Rev. 
F. airgenblum 

The sermon was preached in Yiddish by Rabbi S. 
so ap “ We take a solemn oath in this hols 
habitation never to forget you,”’ he declared. addres- 
sing himself to those who had given their tives in 
the ghetio—" God will surely avenge the blood of 
His servants.” 

After the President of the Federation of Polish 
Jews had read the prayer for the Royal Family and 
for the President and the Polish Republic, addresses, 
also in Yiddish. were given by Mr. B. Margulics 
(Chairman of the Federation of. Polish Jews): Dy 
1. Schwarzbart, and Mr. A. Reiss (member of the 
Representation of Polish Jewry in Palestine). 

The Polish Prime Minister sent a message in 
Polish which said: 

“1 particinate whoicheartediy with you in the day af 
mournine which Jewry is commemorating in honour of the 
heroic fiehters of the ehetto in Warsaw 

‘This unrelenting fieht against our common enemy. the 
Germans. bound together the fate of our brethren in 
martyred Poland and testifics once more to the friendship 
of the Polish sation towards the Jews—a friendship which 
has found its expression during the battic in the ghetto in 
the concrete and, in the: circumstances. the only possibile 
form of heip-——the supply of arms and instructors 

The whitered and the white-binve flags which had 
fluttered with pride over the ruins and blood massacre of 
the ghetto, have alrcady become a symbol of brotherhood in 
and constam {ricndship between the two peoples living 
on the satne soil.” 

The Polish Minister of Information wrote: 

‘The battle of the Warsaw ehetto will remain in the 
annals of this war as one of the outstanding [cats of heroism 
The brotherhood in arms of the Jewish and Polish people 
in Warsaw will tend to tighten their co-operation in the 
fight against the common cnemy in Poland and on al! the 


military fronts. and also in the building. when peace is won, 
of a new and just prosperity.” 


JEWS FIGHT TANKS WITH FISTS 


Mr. Cerzy Jur. a young Polish officer who was 
sent to Poland by Genera; Sikorski to contact 
underground leaders, and who has now returned to 
this country, has revealed some fresh details of the 
historic battle of the Warsaw ghetto. 

“ Faced with extermination, the Jews of the ghetto 
had risen in revolt against the Nazis,” said Mr. 
Jur. “ About 5,000 of them, armed with stolen 
rifles or machine-guns kept in hiding, came out to 
fight their last battle. 

“ The battle lasted for days. I saw German tanks 
rumbling through the Warsaw streets on their way 
to the ghetto. 

“I saw girls manning machine-guns, and women 
—old women—with grenades round their belts 
fighting Hitler’s Waffen S.S. troops. 

“The warriors of the ghetto fought and lived 
in the sewers. The Germans tried to gas them out. 
But the Nazis who took their tommy-guns down into 
this underground battlefield never returned.” 

After describing the course of the battle, and how, 
In the second week, the Luftwaffe was called in to 
set fire to the ghetto, Mr. Jur concluded his narra- 
tive by saying: 

“ But before they (Warsaw's 40,000 Jews who 
perished) died the machine-gunners, the old 
women with grenades, and the men who fought 
pouaes units with their fists, killed nearly 1,000 

rmans.”

BRAVE DEFIANCE 
Agony of Belgian Jewry 


Beigian Jews who have “ dived under” produce 
their own underground newspaper, Le FLameeau 
(the Torch), which is the organ of the Jewish Com- 
mittee afhliated to the Belgian “ Front de indé- 
pendance.” In a leading article in one of the early 
issues which has reached this country, the purposes 
of the paper are explained. 

“ Our aim is to show, so that the masses may 
understand, the trouble created by the stupid propa- 
ganda of Hitlertsm, and the utter nhocy of its 
accusations against the Jews, and also to prove the 
folly of anti-Semitic propaganda, and to uncover 
all the lies and calummnies put out by Hutlerite 
Fascism,” the article declares. 

The same issue of the newspaper contains a vivid 
account of the horrors that Jews had to undergo 
in the notorious Malines barracks. 

“ Since August, 1942, the * Dossin . barracks at 
Malines have been used as a prison for the unfor- 
tunate Jews tracked down by the Gestapo,” the 
accoumt says. “ Altogether about 30,000 innocent 
Jews have been imprisoned there, awaiting their 
transfer to forced labour camps in Poland and 
Upper Silesia 

** When the number of victims reaches a total of 
1,400 or 1,600, a train is made up of cattle trucks. 
into each of which 40 or 50 unfortunate human 
beings are crowded for a journey Of unimaginabic 
discomfort and length. The Hitlerite press has often 
stated that the Jews are sent to labour camps: it 
would be unfat not to believe them. especially 
when it was seen the convoys include oid men, 
expectant mothers, and babies a few months old 


Arrived Dead At Prison 


“The Jew-hunt never stops und Gestapo cars 
arrive at the barracks prison regularly with full 
loads. In September, 1943, 900 Beigian Jews who 
probably thought themselves quéte sale were sud- 
denly drageed from their homes and taken to 
Malines Into lorries, which in norma! circum- 
stances could have carried a maximum of 50 people, 
the tyrants had crowded [00.

of the War Refugee Board has failed to go forward 
for lack of funds,” Mr. Pehle wrote. “ The magni- 
tude of no project under consideration by the War 
Refugee Board has been limited by lack of funds.”

PROFPOUNDLY as everyone may regret it, it was inevit- 
able that the manner in which the incident of the Jewish 
* desertions” from the Polish Army has been handled 
should have provoked widespread and angry comments 
both in this country and abroad, among Jews and non-Jews 
alike. The action of the Polish authorities in passing 
exceptionally severe sentences on some of the victims has 
added, as it was bound to do, a very serious amount of fuel 
to the flames. Among these Jewish victims were six volun- 
teers. several who had taken part in the heroic defence 


of Warsaw in 1939 and in the fighting in France, and a - 


number who had been wounded fighting for Poland. These 
men are now held under detention in a Scottish military 
prison, by virtue of the extraordinary powers conferred 
by a special Act of the British Parliament. Is it any wonder 
that this should have caused very acute embarrassment of 
conscience, and bitter protests in the democratic British press 
and in all Allied circles jealous for the observance of those 
standards of faff play and essential justice for which the free 
peoples are fighting this war? Judged even from the level 
of Polish interests, to say nothing of imperious Allied 
necessities, the precipitate court martialling and sentencing 
of these men before a chance was given for the whole trouble 
to be straightened out can only be regarded as tactiess and 
unfortunate in the extreme, as well as singularly lacking 
m political realism. 

The defence advanced is the necessity for preserving 
discipline in the Polish ranks. But the undermining of 
discipline did not begin with the Jews who have been so 
savagely sentenced. It originated with those who carried 
on @ campaign against them so merciless and continuous 
that several of the sentenced men stated at their trial that 
they would rather spend 20 years in prison than one more 
day in the Polish Army. Yes: it ts these Jews and not the 
fomenters of military discord who are roughly laid by the 
heels and punished. The most elementary sense of justice 
must be affronted by this very partial treatment of the 
case, and the repulsion ts deepened by the consciousness 
that although this Jew-baiting campaign has been in full 
swing for a long time in the Polish Army, no case of punish- 
ment being inflicted on those engaged in it has been 
mentioned. 

True, the Jewish so-called “ deserters” had by their 
conduct committed a technical offence. But they had not 
deserted the Allied cause. They begged only to fight in 
an Army—the British Army—in which they would be 
treated as human beings and not as pariahs. In a statement 
wsued by the Polish Minister of National Defence this 
very natural desire is stigmatised as a “ pretext.” How 
little justified is that cruel aspersion is evidenced by the 
fact that on the earlier occasion when “ desertions ” took 
place, the 200 Jews concerned eagerly took advantage of the 
opportunity to join the British Forces and are now entirely 
happy there. The mischief likely to follow the Polish 
Minister’s utterly discreditable allegation will probably 
remain—with injury not confined to the primary victims. 
In all the circumstances, therefore, the matter of the sen- 
tences cannot possibly be left where it is now. Reason and 
general interest demand their suspension forthwith, or at 
the very least their reduction to mere token punishments. 
Mr. Eden indicated in Parliament that the Prime Minister, 
sharing evidently the feelings of the best of his fellow- 
countrymen, and sensing the dangers ahead, had intervened 
with the Polish authorities in this matter. For the sake of 
all concerned, it is earnestly to be hoped that his wise initia- 
tive will not be unavailing. 

The real issue was tersely stated, over the Moscow radio, 
by the Deputy President of the Polish National Committee: 
it is the issue between “ freedom-loving democratic people 
on the one side and Fascists on the other.” The technical 
offence of the Polish Jewish soldiers was only an episode 
of this wider struggle, as is, indeed, the whole of the onset 
against the Jews by the Totalitarian tyrants. By refusing 
succour to these Polish Jewish victims and callously 
returning them to the potential terrors of their Fascist 
enemies (those Poles who cheer for Hitler), the Democratic 
powers concerned would be shirking the issue and vastly 
encouraging the hostile camp. By taking them under their 
wing, they would proclaim their determination to stand not 
only by their Allies and friends but by their principles and 
promises. They would hearten their associates everywhere 
and restore the shaken respect for their sincerity in the 
present struggle. If the problem is faced in a practical and 
realistic way, two alternative procedures are seen to be the 


pensation for the victims ”; 


only ways to meet the situation in a manner im consonance 
with Allied honour. Either those Jews in the Polish Army 
who feel their present position intolerable must be incor- 
porated in special Jewish units of the Polish Forces and under 
a Polish commanding officer of broad sympathies—a course 
suggested by the Jewish Army Committee to Count 
Raczynski months ago and sympathetically viewed by him 
—dor be transferred to the British Army or the Palestine 
units thereof. 

The Polish Government will commit yet another serious 
blunder if it persists in the delusion that the present affair 
can be ended merely by the comfortable assumption that 
it ts only an unimportant incident and that it will be all 
over and done with and forgotten in a very little time. 
The immediate trouble, as the Jewish Army Committee 
points out in its very valuable communiqué, goes back to the 
year 1942 when General Sikorski was informed of it and 
the specific case was brought to his notice of a Jewish soldier 
who had decided to commit suicide rather than continue in 
the intolerable conditions he was enduring in the Polish 
Army. “Either I fight as a man among men,” he wrote, “or | 
shall die as a victim of Polish anti-Semitism in the Polish 
Army Round about that time the Committee received 
a large number of complaints from other Jews begging it 
to do what it could for the creation of a Jewish Army to 
which they could be transferred. The anti-Jewish feeling 
amongst the Poles which is the cause of the trouble cannot 
now be cured in time by decrees or lectures, however 
much so-called Polish Jewish leaders with obvious interests 
in keeping Jews in the Polish Army may try to persuade 
themselves to the contrary. To-day the Polish Government 
must not be muisied by idle fears that the segregation of 
the Jews would be tantamount to a confession that their 
military command cannot control their Army. Much more 
is at Stake than a question of prestige or pride. Nor must 
they nor the British Government take cover under the 
specious: excuse that to embody the Polish Jews in the 
British or Palestinian units would be to court more Jewish 
desertion from other Allied Forces. Much mischievous 
exaggeration, to use a mild word, has been resorted: to 
just so as to bolster up this empty argument. A. glaring 
example which occurred. in the recent Commons debate, 
when Capt. GRAHAM asserted that 80 Jews had during that 
fortnight deserted from. the Czechoslovak Army, is now 
nailed down by the Czech Military Prosecutor-General, 
who points out that during the whole of the present year 
only one desertion occurred—-and that by a non-Jew now 
under* observation for mental illness; and, furthermore, 
that since 1940, there have been only 20 desertions from 
the Czechoslovak Army, of these only a trifling few being 
Jewish, and none of them attributed to anti-Semitism. 

No one but‘a downright enemy of the Allied cause would 
desire the prolongation of the present unrest and dis- 
turbance. Nor need they be continued, if only a courageous 
decision be taken, in defiance of the mass of false fears 
and exaggerations. A clear cut must be made by one of 
the two methods suggested. The British and Polish Govern- 
ments must take this truly statesmanlike step without delay 
and rid themselves of these damaging complications, so 
that the final phase of the present struggle may be faced 
with wholehearted ynity and hearts and minds at one. 
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POST-WAR AS LABOUR SEES IT 


THe report on the Infernational Post-War Settlement which 
has been drawn up by the Executive Committee of the Labour 
Party breathes a, welcome spirit of realism and reflects the 
beneficent influence on a Party's political wisdom which a 
spell of responsible office can exert. This is attested by such 
remarks as that “ strength is essential to safety, and it is better 
to have too much armed force than too little “; that “it is 
only simple justice that, so far as is humanly possible, there 
should be a redress of these cruel (German) robberies and com- 
and that “full account must be 
taken of the crimes committed against multitudes of innocent 
victims in many lands.” It is sound realism also which warns 
us that the people of Britain must learn to see the lessons of 
the cruel years of war through the eyes of those who have 
suffered in German-occupied Europe and Japanese-occupied 
Asia, and which bids us remember that many millions of 
Germans—including large numbers of the regular forces— 
have been directly responsible for this misery. The Committee 
might have added that, long before the heat of battle, many 


of them cynically pocketed the personal benefits from those 


crimes——the individuals who ensconced themselves in expro- 
priated Jewish homes, or took over Jewish businesses, or got 
rid of the competition of Jewish professors and doctors. 
Especially to be commended is the Labour Party's support for 


the creation of a general international organisation and the: 


insistence that it must establish “the binding force of inter- 
national law.” That, after all, is at the core Of the Allies’ 
quarrel with the Axis Powers—whether law is to govern human 
affairs, or mankind is to “rattle into barbarism.” On the 
subject of Palestine the report declares that “there is an 
irresistible case now to allow Jews to enter that country in 
such numbers as to become a majority.” In that declaration, 
there is no equivocation and no hesitation. It is clear, precise, 
and direct. It is also both wise and just. A similar spirit of 
sane realism marks the report's references to the treatment of 
national minorities. It clearly envisages the necessity for the sake 
of peace of transferring in certain cases those minorities left 
outside their own national territory who are not willing to 
become in fact loyal subjects of the country where they dwell. 
In this spirit there can easily be solved, im justice and with 
efficiency, the problem of any non-Jewish inhabitants of 
Palestine who, despite complete equality of treatment in every 
respect, might feel constrained to resist that establishment of a 
Jewish majority in the land which is the only solution of an 
aching world problem. | 


THE GLORY OF THE COMMONWEALTH 


Tue debate in the House of Commons on Empire unity, 
which showed that great assembly at its highest and best and 
manifested a Party unanimity not always attained in the past, 
was in its way a triumph for democratic government. It was 
marked by speeches of great .power, notably by the Prime 
Minister's noble oration. It produced, incidentally, speeches 
from two Jewish members—Mr. Shinwell and Mr. Hore- 
Belisha—distinguished by a statesmanlike approach to the 
subject and a depth of Imperial sentiment that could not fail 
to turn thoughts to the memory of that great leader, Benjamin 
Disraeli, and received Mr. Churchill’s pointed § appro- 
bation. The two-day debate took place on a motion by Mr. 
Shinwell declaring that the United Kingdom should do its utmost 
by close co-operation and regard for the different points of 
view of the Commonwealth of nations, to preserve in times of 
peace the unity of purpose and sentiment which has held them 
together in time of war. It drew from Mr. Hore-Belisha the 
exclamation that the British Empire was “not a sick body,” 
and Mr. Churchill, underlining this truth, told how the attitude 
of the country had changed towards it in his own lifetime. 
He could remember when it was regarded as moribund and 
the Colonies were sneered at as burdens. Then came the two 
world-wars and the wonderful enthusiasm and determination 
with which the Empire had rallied round the mother country. He 
agreed with Mr. Hore-Belisha that natural development, natural 
force, mysterious natural forces, were then at work. It was 
a “mracie ” to be explained by the fact that human beings 
are not dominated by material things but by ideas for which 
they are willing to give thew lives—the old Jewish dictum, in 
truth, that “ man does not live by bread alone but by all that 
goeth forth from the mouth of the Lord.” It was “ our union 
in freedom and for the sake of our way of living, which was 
the great fact, reinforced by tradition and sentiment,” and 
to-day amid the ruin of empires, States, nations, and institu- 
tions of every kind, we find the British Commonwealth and 
Empire more strongly united than ever before. 


BRITON AND JEW 


It is not necessary to set this miraculous creation of political 
genius in aritithesis to plans for international collaboration, if 
only tor the reason that the stronger it is the greater chance 
will these plans have of succeeding. It is unique, and, above 
all, it represents the triumph of the human spirit, in powerful 
contradiction of the Totalitarian systems which are built on 
the triumph of brutal force and which are now crumbling to 
inevitable doom. The British Commonwealth and Empire 
point a new way to human co-operation and peace-—* union 
in freedom.: This precious thing that has evolved offers the 
onty constructive contribution international reélations 
to human progress. It is, in essence, a truly religious concep- 
tion, and it is surely not to be wondered at that Jews, reaching 
out for fellowship of spint, should turn to it with the prayer 
and hope that a Jewish Palestine may one day be given the 
priceless blessing of hitching its wagon to this star. There 
it would find security for its own development—even as the 
Empire's safety will be Strengthened by the presence of a strong 
and contented Jewry on guard beside what has been described 
as the Empire's jugular vein. And from this union, uplifted 
by the same lofty beliefs about the things that ultimately 
matter, blessings cannot but flow also for all mankind. It 1s 
an objective which forward-looking statesmanship must be 
earnestly besought to pursue, casting fears and prejudices on 
one side. The decision to adopt it will register a memorable 
advance to a truly better order. And in the fullest sense ut will 
mean lasting benefit to the native and backward peoples of that 
area, whose poverty and ignorance are closely connected with 
the exploitation of Nazi-Fascist force politics by selfish and 
unscrupulous local politicians in the past. 


FUTURE OF MANCHESTER JEWRY 


Ir school statistics and the tendencies they indicate are a 
rehable guide, it would appear that unless some unexpected 
turn of events occurs, very few Jewish children will remain 
in Manchester and Salford by the end of the next decade... So 
wrote the Rev. Dr. Ll. W. Slotki in these columns last week, 
and he gave figures to show that his forecast was not a mere 
impression but was grounded in facts. A correspondent this 
week seems inclined to take a less tragic view of the prospect, 
certainly as regards the educational provision of Manchester 
Jewish children, but does not altogether conjure away the fears 
Dr. Slotki raised. The first explanation of the phenomenon 
that comes to mind is that the reduction in the number of 
children must be attributable to the fact that certain areas of 
the central districts of the cities have ceased to be residential. 
and the population has migrated elsewhere. But this, it is 
held, is not the full explanation. Nor, it is argued, can the 
cause be found in a high child mortality. The only possible 
causes are therefore assumed -to be a falling birth-rate and 
possibly migration further afield. Two inferences may be 
drawn from this reasoning. The one is that if these conditions 
are truly stated, it ts unlikely that they prevail amongst Man- 
chester Jewry only. The other is that no hard and fast con- 
clusion can be drawn in the absence of earnest, authoritative, 
and country-wide investigation. Meanwhile, Dr. Slotki did 
not touch upon ong factor in the position—the indifference of 
many Jewish parents towards the religious education of their 
young. This would appear to derive some confirmation from 
the allegation that many of the evacuated children now 
returned have not rejoined the religion classes. If so, there 
is less justification than might be claimed for awaiting the results 
of an investigation before taking action. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasised that the need for a vigorous educational 
movement is with us right now. In this the first step must be 
a reawakening of the religious conscience of the parents and 
the sense of their imperative obligations to their little ones. 
Without this, and the provision of an adequate staff of teachers 
adequately paid, Dr. Slotki’s grim vision may indeed come 


» tragigally true—and not of Manchester alone.

OBITUARY 


MR. PHILIP JUDAH COHEN (Cardiff), aecd 
66, was a past Warden of the Windsor Place Syna- 

ue. A tribute was paid to him on Sunday by 

r. H. H. Roskin, when he presided at a meeting 
of the Cardiff United Synagogue, He recalled Mr. 
Cohen's fine services as Warden, and to the causes 
of kashrut and Jewish education. 


THE REV. J. H. OPPENHEIM (Manchester) 
was the Senior Shochet of the Manchester com- 
munity. Mr. 1. Paster, Hon. Secretary of the Man- 
chester Agudath Ha’Shochtim V’Shomrim, writes, 
im a tribute: He was one of the founders of the 
Agudath Ha’Shochtim V’Shomrim of Great Britain, 
one of its Vice-Presidents, and for many years held 
several offices in the Manchester Aguda. His father 
and grandfather were great Talmudical scholars in 
the town of Dvinsk, his father later becoming the 
Rosh Yeshiva of the Telzer Yeshiva. He served 
the community well since coming to Manchester 
over 50 years ago. For the last 22 years he was theix 
senior Shochet and Investigating Officer. He was 
Treasurer for Meir Baal Ha Ness Collection Society, 
and Hon. Auditor to the Linas Hazedek Society for 
many years, May God grant consolation to his 
widow, daughters, and son, who was Professor of 
Mathematics at Raffles College, Singapore, and is 
now in Japanese hands. 

MR. MYER RUBENSTEIN (Debiin) was one of 
the founders of the Lombard Strect Syr&goguc, and 
during his 50 years’ association with the congrega- 
tion occupied the positions of President, Vice- 
President, and Life Vice-President. He was (writes 
Mr. I. Fine. Hon. Secretary of the congregation) 


keenly devo -d to the cause of religion and Jewry, 


and served on many communal bodies including the 
Board of Guardians and the Chevra Kadisha, of 
which he was Vice-President for about 25 years. 
His endearing character and his benevolent activities, 
both public and private, made him a popular figure. 
At the funeral, which was very larecly aticnded, 
tributes were paid by Rabbis Z. Alony and J. 
Freilich. 

MR. ACHILLES .J. TAYAR (Malta) was a 
trustee of the local Jewish community, and a zealous 
public worker both in Jewish affairs and outside the 
community, He was always ready to help refugees 
from Nazi tyranny, and to promote the welfare of 
Jewish scrving men stationed at Malta. 


LORD SNELL 


The death, tast week, of Lord Snel!, deputy 
Leader of the House of Lords, at the age of 79, 
removed one of the most ardent advocates of a 
Jewish National Home in Palestine. 

As a member of the Shaw Commission in 1929, 
Lord Snell signed a minority report; in 1939 when 
the Palestine White Paper was debated in the House 
of Lords he introduced an amendment declaring 
that the proposals of the Government were incon- 
sistent with the letter and spirit of the Mandate ; and 
on many other occasions he vigorously defended 
Jewish rights in Palestine. Ajso, both in and out 
of Parliament, he frequently spoke in condemnation 
of antu-Semitism. 

Lord Snell took part in a number of Jewish 
gatherings, often as the guest.of honour of communa) 
organisations and he visited a number of Jewish 

A statement by the Jewish Agency for Palestine 
expressing sorrow at the death of Lord Snell says 
that “as a member of the Shaw Commission he 
showed a deep sense of justice and a penetrating 
understanding of the Jewish case, and ever since 
remained a devoted friend.” 


JEWS’ COLLEGE AND UNITED © 
SYNAGOGUE 


“Close Friendship ” 


At a meeting of the Council of Jews’ College held 
at Woburn House on Monday, Mr. S. Japhet, the 
Chairman, read a letter from Sir Robert Waley 
Cohen, President of the United Synagogue Council, 
concerning a question that was discussed at the last 
meeting of the College Council and reported at the 
time in this paper—that of co-operation between the 
two bodies in the matter of ministerial appomiments, 

Sir Robert wrote that the Hon. Officers of the 
United Synagogue were very much distressed to hear 
that Mr. Japhet had spoken critically of a letter 
written to him by their Secretary ; the last thing any 
of them desired would be to create unfriendliness 
between Jews’ Colicge and the United Synagogue. 
As he thought it would be most unfortunate for 
the impression to get about that there was any 
friction between the College and the United Syna- 
goguec, he suggested that a re-reading of the letter 
would show that it was perfectly friendly and sug- 
gested a course of action desirable in the interests 
of both institutions. He added that perhaps it would 
be helpful if Mr Japhet were either to send a letter 
to THe Jewish CHRONICLE Or make a statement at 
the next meeting of the Council indicating that he 
ha’ perhaps somewhat misread the letter and desired 
to emphasise the close friendship which existed 
between the two bodies. 

Mr. Japhet welcomed Sir Robert's letier. He 
believed, he said, in a filial bond existing between 


them and the United Synagogue, and he would 


always consider it the College's duty to study the 
wants of the community, which were in no way 
eternal laws, but fluctuated er to the 
necessities of the times. And the United Synagogue 
had duties, too, paternal duties, and must not be 
surprised if they from time to time asked for co- 
operation in promoting the interests of their students, 
whose future was, afte? all, devoted to their 
a and for whom they were morally 
responsible. 

He was happy to read between the lines of the 
letier of the President of the United Synagogue a 
concurrence with his views.

“If There Had Been a Jewish 
Army” 


A memorial service for the late Major-General 
Orde Charlies Wingate was held on Tuesday at the 
Great Synagogue in*Duke's Place, Aldgate, in the 
temporary Duilding which stands on the ruins of 
the famous Synagogue. Every ficld of Jewish life 
in thes country was represented at the service, which 
was conducted by the Chief Rabbi and the Revs. 
H. Maycrowitsch and S. Kusevitsky, assisted by the 
chor.

suggestion. Even now nothing could be donc under 
pressure, bui he felt that her ideas were on the right 
lines. They should welcome this opportunity of an 
amalgamation of the work of two of the primar 
Jewish charities in this country, with, be hoped, 
increased efficiency in work and ultimately a saving 
in overhead charges and administrative expenses. 

The motion was seconded by Mrs. Keyser, and 
after some discussion, it was unanimously carried. 

The draft annual report was adopted (after some 
verbal alterations had been made), as were also the 
Treasurers’ and departmental accounts, The same 
Committees as last year were re-elected en bloc. 

During the discussion on accounts and invest- 
ments, Mr. David Sharp, Chairman of the General 
Relief Committee, reported that since the scale of 
relief was altered and raised, every case in the fixed- 
allowance department had been individually looked 
into and appropriate adjustments made. this had 
resulted in an annual increase of £691 in The allow- 
ances to those at present on the books. The Com- 
mittee would appreciate, he said, by the smallness 
of the extra expense involved that in the great 
majority of cases the allowances were up to or 
beyond the new scale that had been fixed. 

he Chairman referred to the Manchester scheme 

for better accommodation for the aged. It was one, 
he said, that commended itself to everybody and 
certainly a matter very much present in the minds 
of the Hon. Officers and Executive. The President 
of the Manchester Home for the Aged had invited 
the Board to send a representative to a meeting they 
proposed to hold with a view to discussing what 
could be done under their idea of regional schemes 
throughout the country. As far as London was 
concerned this was not only a matter for the Board 
but - was certainly one that vitally affected thes 
WOrk. 

The Board authorised Miss Schlesinger to attend 
as their representative.

Mar. Baonari urged that protest mectings should 
be held throughout the country. 

Heasent A. Narman, J.P. (Manchester. 
Great), said that whatever protest that mecting 
agreed to, i would be madequate unless they pro- 
tested to the British Government for permitting 
anti-Semitism in this country. 

Ma.J.M Rusens (Hi tc) read a letter he had 
received from Mr Tom iperg, in which Mr. 
a. wrote, among other things, that he had 
been told that a peer who was originally going to 
raise the question in the Lords had been persuaded 
by an eminent Jewish peer not to do so. 

There were cries of “ Name, name! ” from 
various parts of the hall, but Mr. Rubens, while 
stating that he knew the name, refused to divulge it. 

Mr. Driberg’s letter continued, “ Throughout this 
campaign | am bound to say that the attitude of 
some of what | may call the official Jewish spokes- 
men has not been altogether helpful. They have 
seemed over-ankious to appease and willing to be 
put off with vague assurances.” 

Mr. Rubens suggested that the Board should 
express its appreciation to Mr. Tom Driberg for all 
he had done. (applause.) Mr. Driberg had told 
him, he added, that he had received thousands of 
anti-Semitic letters from all over the country. Mr. 
Rubens also read extracts from a letter of apprecia- 
tion which Mr. Driberg had received signed by 
138 Polish Jewish soldiers 

Me. H. Ilesersow (Kehilath Israel) said the least 
they could do was to ask the British Government 
to get the sentences abrogated and transfer the 600 
Jewish Polish soldiers to the British Army, 

Ma. isreaet. Conen (Golders Green) said the men 
were not deserters. Since the British Government 
had already recognised the truth and gravity of their 
allegations by allowing 200 Polish Jews to be trans- 
ferred, the Polish Government had no leg to stand 
on in objecting to their demands. 


Jewish Army The Real Solution 


Da. P. Rresenrecp (Whitley Bay), whilst agrecing 
that everything should be done to obtain the 
transfer of these Polish Jewish soldiers into the 
British Army, said he would prefer Jewish public 
opinion to rise to the occasion and use this event. 
as a @emonstration of the real situation and say. 
“ What we really want is a Jewish Army” 

Lorp NatHan (West London) said the crux 
of the matter, it would agreed, was the removal! 
from the Polish Army of those conditions out ol 
which the present situation had arisen. In this 
matter. the British Government and the British 
Parliament could not be without a measure of 
responsibility Their special interest arose out of 
the fact that were it not for an Act passed by the 
British Parliament, there could be no Polish Army 
within these mlands at all. Therefore, it was right 
and proper that such representations as it might be 
desired to make should be.made to the British 
Secretary of State for Forcien Affairs and to no 
other. 

At that very moment, said Lord Nathar, there 
were thousands of Jews who were being helped in 
the most comradely way by non-Jewish icllow- 
citizens of Poland in Poland, who were risking life 
and limb in order to afford succour to their fellow- 
sulferers—the Jewish members of the Polish State 

Lord Nathan moved the following resolution: 

“ The Board. having heard the statement of the Presidicnt 
a8 tw the situation which has arisen in connection with the 
court martial of ceftain Jewish soklicrs in the Polish Army, 
places on record ts approval and support of the statement 
made by the Presidemt and directs that that statement be 
emered upon the minutes of the Board as representing the 
views of the Board, and that a copy be scot to the Secretary 
of State for Affairs 

“tt further remits the maticr to the Executive and the 
Forcigen Affairs Comwnitice to take such action as they may 
comsider appropriate to give effect to the views expresscd in 
that statement by the President. and picdecs itsclf now to 
support whatever action may be so taken.” 


Counci.tore A. Moss, J.P. (North Salford), in 
seconding, said what they wanted to achieve in the 
first instance was the amelioration of the position of 
the 3) or 32 Polish Jewish soldiers. but they also 
wanted to make certain that the conditions of the 
other 600 Polish Jewish soldiers were ameliorated. 

In the course of further discussion, various reso- 
lutions were suggested, but on the preposal of the 
President, the Board agreed to appoifit a sub-Com- 
rMittee representing the different views expressed to 
formulate an agreed resolution. The sub-Com- 
mittee left the meeting to work out a resolution. 


The Resolutions 


Da. M. Epstein (United Synagogue) later reported 
for the sub-Committee, which, he said, had unani- 
mously agreed to the following resolutions: 

“ (1) The Board of Deputies wishes to express to 
Government the deep concern of British Jewry at the con- 
Giions in the Polish Army which have been revealed by 
and culminated im the recent courts martial of Jewish soldicrs 
who icft their units because of thosc conditions, in the dcsire 
of joining the British Army. 

“@) The Board capresses the hope that H.M. Govern- 
mem. in consultation with the Polish Government, will find 
a way to enable those Jewish soldicrs in the Polish Army who 
Gesire to do so to join the fighting ranks of the British Army. 

“ (3) British Jewry cannot but feel that the situation in 
the Polish Army in relation to Jewish soldicrs is not in 
harmony with the principies for which the United Nations 
are fighting. and accordingly hopes that the findings of the 
courts martial may be reviewed in the light of these 
principles.” 

The resolutions, which have been sent to the 
Foreign Office, were unanimously carried. 

The President dealt with other items which were 
noted in ‘the report of the Forcign Affairs Com- 
mittec, 

Speaking of the situation in Hungary and South- 
East Europe, he said they had been in constant 
consultation with representatives of other bodies on 
this matter. No proposal, he said, that anybody 
had thought of had not been considered and in 
Practically all cases acted upon in regard to the 
situation in Hungary. They were justified in having 
very grave fears about the future of the Jews in 
that country. 

In rega to consultations with other Jewish 
organisations, he said that the establishment of such 
consultations was one of the most important st 
taken by the Board in the last few months, and 
sincerely hoped that it would be as successful in 
the future as it had been in the past few weeks. 

The report of the Defence Committee, moved by 
Mr. Goapow Liverman, J.P. (Dublin, United), was 
adopted.

Interview At Foreign Office 


The Secretary of the Board has issued the 
following statement : 

The situation of the Jewish soldiers in the Polish 
Army and genera! questions of Polish-Jewish rela- 
tons were fully discussed with the Polish Prime 
Minister at an interview on Monday, April 24, which 
the President arid the Secretary of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews had with him and other 
members of the Polish Government. The Pressent 
and Secretary of the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews had an interview on Monday, Apri! 24, 1944, 
with Mr. George Hall, M.P., Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, and raised 
with him matters arising out of the resolution 
carried by the Board at last Sunday's meeting in 
relation to the position of Jewish soldiers in the 
Polish Army. 


Some misunderstanding was caused by a statement in the 
press.om Twesday that “ representatives of the World Jewish 
Congress and of the Board of Deputies were received ” on 
Monday nieht by the Polish Premicr.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Religion and Health 


E contents of the Sidra appointed for this week 

call forth adverse comment from many readers 

of the Bible. Practically the whole of it is 
concerned with the treatment of disease. The hot 
climate, sandy soil of the surrounding desert, and 
scarcity of water which are features of the Holy 
Land made certain affections of the skin common 
there, and these chapters of Leviticus laid down 
the course of treatment which was applied to the 
sufferers. Medical authorities have praised the 
sound principles adopted in the Hebraic code. The 
patient was treated as soon as the first symptoms of 
the disease became evident, and the risk of con- 
tagion reduced by strict isolation. It is also to be 
noted that the priests acted as physicians. 

While all this is doubtless of interest for the carly 
history of medicine, the question is asked: What 
has it to do with religion? Why does the Bible 
devote so much space to a subject of this kind? Is 
it not out of place ih a literature which claims to 
bring to man religious guidance? That such a 
question 1s raised at all reveals a sharp diflerence 
between the ancient view of religion as compared 
with the modern. Rabbinical Judaism, like the 
Bible ‘which is its source, is often criticised on the 
same ground, that it dwells in detail on matters 
which are outside the realm of religion. But it is 
evident that the Scriptural standpoimt is that 
nothing which pertains to human life is beyond the 
sphere of rehgion, because it must be all-embracing 
and include within its purview every phase of man's 
existence. When that fundamental principle 1s 
understood, there is nothing in the Biblical legisla- 
tion which can rightly be considered mcongruous. 


4 be human body, as well as the human soul, is 
the concern of Judatsm Ihe physical tife 
cannot’ be divorced from the spiritual life, because 
the reaction of one upon the other is most intimate 
Personal cleanliness, diet, and health have their 
important part to play in the development of moral 


character. In the recognition of this truth is‘ 


perhaps to be found the explanation why, in eartic: 
ages, Rabbis were so often students of medicine and 
practised as physicians. Thereby they followed the 
example of the priests in Biblical times. A familiar 
Latin proverb teaches the ideal of “ a healthy mind 
in a healthy body,” and the principle lies at the 
root of the hygienic laws of the Bible. It was carly 
appreciated that the mind and soul have to function 
through the body; and if the body is not in a sound 
physical condition, the mental and spiritual powers 
lack an efficient instrument for their exercise 

in the fifth chapter of his treatise “ Shemonch 
Perakim,”’ Maimonides wrote, Man's only design 
in eating, drinking, siceping, waking, moving about, 
and resting should be the preservation of bodily 
health, while. in turn, the reason for good health is 
that the soul and its agencies may be in sound and 
perfect condition, so that he may readily acquire 
wisdom, and gain moral and intellectual virtues, 
ali to the end that man may reach the highest goa! 
of his endeavours.” In his famous “ Guide for the 
Perplexed.” the same eminent Rabbi-physician 
summarised the whole of our subyect in one sentence, 
viz., “The well-being of the soul can only be 
IRE; after that of the body has been secured ” 
27). 


HE soundness of this point of view is now 

admitted by the creation in this and othe 
countries of a Ministry of Health, an institution 
which did not come into bemg until the dawn ol 
the twentieth century. The Bible instituted a 
Ministry of Health for the children of Israel soon 
after the exodus from Egypt, and by committing its 
administration to the priests stressed the closc 
connection between bodily 
the laws of God.. That ill-health is frequently the 
sequel to infraction of nature’s laws is only a 
modern way of formulating the ancient Biblical 
doctrine. Rebellion against the giles of morality 
has its penalty in the undermining of the physical 
constitution. 

God is called in the Scriptures Rophe, the Divine 
Physician. He not only cures the ills of the human 
body, but also teaches how they may be prevented 
so that man may enjoy the inestimable boon of 
sound health. ere are, of course, many who 
suffer from an hereditary taint and whose bodies 
are enfeebled through no misdeeds of their own. 
We are likewise all lable to meet with accidents in 
life which impair the physical powers. Nevertheless, 
in general it must be agreed that Judaism ts correct 
in linking together a healthy constitution and faith- 
fulness to God’s laws. By evil-doing we sow the 
seeds of physical corruption in addition to moral 
corruption. By the avoidance of sin we render the 
resistance of the body to the attacks of discase 
stronger. ; 

On their release from servitude the assurance was 
given to Israel, “ If thou wilt diligently hearken to 
the voice of the Lord thy God, and wilt do that 
which is right in His eyes, and wilt give ear to His 
commandments, and keep all His statutes, I will 
put none of the diseases u thee, which I have 

t upon the Egyptians: for I am the Lord that 
healet thee " (Exodus xv., 26). In these ferms the 
connection between religion and health was enun- 
ciated. It has remained a distinctive teaching of 
Judaism through its later phases.

“The best-kept secret of the war,” was how Lord 
Straboigi described the contribution of the Pales- 
tinran Jewish volunteers in the battles of North 
Africa, the defence of Tobruk, and the holding of 
Bir Hakim by the French Foreign Le , when he 
spoke at a meeting held at the Royal Cinema, Finch- 
ley Road, on Sunday last, under the auspices of the 
Golders Green Committee of the United Palestine 
Appeal.

Palestinian Jews in the Eighth Army. A great dea! 
had been said about .be British Censorship but

Tottenham's Exclusive Circles! 


Last week (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive) I called at the Tottenham Liberal and Radica! 
Working Men’s Club to discuss the question which 
appears on the Club's form of membership: “Are 

ou of Jewish birth? . . . Answer‘ yes" or * no.’ 

ienther the President, Mr, A McClellan. nor Mr. H. 
Pearson, the Secretary, made any attempt to con- 
ceal the fact that Jews are definitely excluded from 
membership of the Club. There was nothing, how- 
ever, they told me, to prevent Jews from becoming 
affikated members of the Club or to prevent any 
member bringing a Jewish visitor along with him. 

The President first spoke of the club's uowritten lew.” 
since its cstablishmem in .1887. that no Jew could be a 
member of the club The mattcr was raised on one occasion. 
I was told, when some Jews had been cnarociled as members 
A general mecting was beld in 1934. -and a baliot of the 
whole membcrship taken on whether Jews shouid be admitred 
as menibers. The result. Mr. Pearson informed me. was that 
297 were against the admission of Jews and ‘51 for 

When I asked for some specific reason for this ban. the 
reply was thar it had been found that Jews and Christians 
did mot mix There had even been cases of fracas between 
them, which was a bad thing for a social club 

The Secretary allcecd that the Woolwich Jewish Club did 
not admit Christians and that Catholic clubs would not take 
Protestants 

I pointed out that, politically. one could. appreciate the 
reasons for asking an applicant for membership of a Liberal 
club whether he is a Conservative or a Communist But 
what on carth, I asked, had a man’s religion to do with i? 
Coulkio't a Jew be as good a membcr of such a club as a 
non-Jew? 

Thereupon it was revealed that the club was not really a 
Liberal and Radical club, that this description of the 
founders of the club, who were Radicals, was still retained 
“ for sentimental reasons,” but that had changed.’ 
and that the Liberals were now almost defunct 

“The members.” said Mr. Pearson. “are now pre- 
dominantly Labour.” When I potated out that the Labour 
Party had always been staunch friends of the Jews and had 
always resented racial of religious discrimination, which is 
altoeether contrary to their Party's principles. Mr. McCicilan 
said it was not a matter of politics. “ it is a matter of likes 
and dislikes: they do not seem to fraternisc.” 

In reply to my suggcstion that this discrimination savoured 
very much of Hicdkerism, Mr. Pearson pointed out that the 
“ unwritten law “ not to have Jewish members had been in 
force many years before Hitler cam, into power 

“ There is nothing.’ said Mr. Pearson, “to stop any 
member from bringing the matter up again it would always 
he discussed.” He assured me that there was no Nazism 
whatever about the club 

In the course of a letter to the News Cwronicir, Mr. 
W_ R. Davies, Secretary of the Liberal Party Organisation. 
stated: “* The Liberal Party Headquarters has no know- 
ledec of this club, nor do we know why it calls itecif 
* Liberal and Radical.” We, too, should like to know what, 
if any. its political affiliations are. The Liberal Party has 
again and again denounced anw-Scmitism in all its forms, 
and it always will.”

Polish Anti-Semitism Denounced 
BLOWS AND SCUFFLES 


So great was the uproar at a meeting called by 
the Poale Zion at the Conway Hall on Wednesday 
evening to commemorate the first anniversary of 
the battle of the Wawsaw ghetto, that ultimately the 
2 were sent for by the official in charge of the 
all, 

It was during Mr. Grenfell, M.P.’s speech that 
the uproar started. Mr, Grenfell (who is the Chair- 
man of the National Committee for Rescue from 
Nazi Terror) was referring to the need for relief 
when someone shouted: “ Give relief to the Jewish 
soldiers in the Polish Army.” Another interrupter 
shouted: “ Stop the Polish Government from being 
Nazi torturers.” Yet another called out: “ We do 
not want Polish Fascists,” referring to the anti- 
Semitic officers in the Polish Army. 

After an appeal for order by the Chairman (Mr. 
Berl Locker), Mr. Grenfell was allowed to proceed 
uninterrupted with his speech. Scenes of wild dis- 
order developed when Mr. Adam Ciolkosz, a non- 
Jewish member of the Polish National Council, 
began to speak. He was subjected to a ceascless 
fusilade of interruptions from all parts of the hall. 

There was a further appeal for order by the chair- 
man, who said that Mr. Ciolkosz was the last man 
in the world whom they should not allow to speak. 
Mr. Ciolkosz was then able to resume his speech 
until the end. 


Polish Jewish Leader “ Birded ” 


The uproar became worse, however, when Mr. 
A. Reiss (of Palestine) began his speech. There 


were scuffles, blows were exchanged, and some 
interrupters were ejected. The police arrived 
shortly afterwards, but by then order had been 
restored.

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TROOPS’ PASSOVER IN 
INDIA 


British and Allied Jewish troops in India were 
able to take advantage of the arrangements made 
in difierent parts of the country to attend special 
Seder services at Passover. Extensive preparations 
were made, under the guidance of the Rev. M. A. 
Lew, Chaplain to the Forces, not only to provide 
these services but to board hundreds of members 
of the Forces for the whole week. 

in Bombay. Mr Lew got a large school requisi- 
tioned, with a hall able to hold over 400. The class- 
rooms were emptied and turned into dormitories, 
while the Garrison Engineers erected 20 tents in the 
school’s large gardens for additional a 
accommodation, wash-houses, and cookhouse. A 
beds and bedding and crockery came new from 
Ordnance, and matzot were baked. There were 480 
=— on the two Seder nights. and Sir Victor 

ssoon attended. 

Similar arrangements made in Calcutta were 
attended by about 400 British and American troops, 
and the service was conducted by an American 
Jewish Chaplain, Rabbi Seligson. Among British 
soldiers present were Capt. Lunzer (London), Lieut. 
Cohen (Sunderland), Ronnie Nathan (an officer 
from Leeds), and L/Cpl... S. Wilsack, who was 
Secretary of the Hendon Synagogue. 

In a description of the Bombay cciebration 
recerved from Gunner Sholom Minsky, R.A. he 
says that it was the first Seder some of them had 
had for years. Referring to the men he met at the 
services, he writes that, himself a Londoner, he never 
knew there were so many Jewish boys in Man- 
chester! Leeds, too, was well represented, while 
it hardly needed: stressing that Whitechapel boys 
could be seen everywhere! Gnr. Minsky writes in 
praise of Chaplain Lew and says that the Jewish 
people of Bombay certainly rose to the occasion in 
the way they entertained the soldiers. 

Regular services were held during the whole week, 
adds the gunner and he found it odd to hear 
“ shnoddering ™ in rupees.

JEWISH POPULATION OF MANCHESTER 


if we accept as correct the figures published im the article 
you printed under the above beading last Friday. the position 
for those who are concerned with our physical survival is. 
indeed, startling But from one point of view they enable 
us to derive no small amount of satisfaction from the light 
they shed on the immediate cducational position in this area. 
It has been asserted that since the outbreak of the war and 
the resultant disruption of Jewish cducational life, qumber- 
less Jewish children have oever gone back to classes cven 
on their return from reception areca’. and that at this 
juncture they are going about without any form of Jewish 
education whatever. From the following remarks, however, 
it will appear that happily the is not the case. The figure 
1,484 given in the article referred to (or, more correctly. 
1,584) inclades pupils attending nat only secondary but also 
nursery and infant schools. and is valid for Manchester 
alone We should, therefore, add about 750 pupiic anend- 
ing Salford schools and 500 two be found in the school of 
Whitefield and Prestwich. plus a few in Bory This will 
bring the number up to 1.834 for the whole arca, but will 
stili exctude private schools. for which we may allow. as 
the writer of the article docs, about 350. thus bringing the 
grand total to 2.184 How many of these children are 
definitely known to be receiving some form of Hebrew 
instruction? tt may be conservatively estimated that the 
total numbcr of children Hebrew classes is round 
about 1.550. This includes Synagogue classes. Talmod 
Torahs, day schools, private Chedarim, and private teachers, 
but not secondary school Stedy Groups or those taking the 
Biblical course in Hebrew at a gumber of secondary schools 
divinity pcriods Nor docs it include the Jewish 
Nursery School at Singicton Hill. We are thus left with «4 
margin of some 634 unaccounted for. In view of the fact 
that the 27.184 inctode about 300 pupils in scoondary schools 
and. about 400 in nursery and infant departments, 700 in 
all, we have 1,484 parpils of school age for whom our present 
educational system should actually be providing In fact, 
however, we are obviously giving Hebrew imestruction to a 
number of secondary, as well as infant, pupils. for the 
numbers on our rolls actually exceed those on the registers 
of day schools coming within the clementary school age- 
A glance round our cducational cstaDlishment will 
indeed show that some boys over the age of 13 are at the 
Yeshiva. while other, younger. school bovs and eirts 
are to be found at the Talmud Torah or the Synagogue and 
Private classes The position, thercfore, as far as the pro- 
vision of sore form of Jewish edacation is concerned, eives 
room for a certain amount of satisfaction. The question as 
to quantity and quality is another matter. Cur main probicm 
is the over-1 }-wearolds Though the new Education 
Bill will give us access to this valuable material. the solution 
along those lines can only be partial. Even for this, the 
community must plan and prepare now. For one thing. the 
kind of teacher we shall wish to send to secondary schools 
will have to be qualified to the highest pitch of efficiency 
if he is to Hold his bead wp among bis eraduate and college 
trained collcagucs.

Nevertheless, the instinct that is in every woman,

stood her m very good stead. War-time women 
have retained throughout their trials, their problems, 
and often their personal tragedies, an astounding 
degree of personal smartness 

One of the knottiest problems for future fashion 

designers, or of the fashion industry as a whole, lies 
m the almost universal habit of gomg hatiess. Will 
modisics, alter the war ms won, be able to persuade 
women Once more into buying new hats, not only 
because they need them but because they like them, 
and the knowledge of their becomimeness acts like 
A tonic on a tiring spring day? There have been 
many attempts even during the war to popularise 
hai styles, but so far one stil] sees a greater numbc: 
of hatless women, both young and old, than those 
with hats) One reason, | think. for this ss that 
manufacturers, with their lwmnited war-time facilities, 
have had to make hats on the multiple principle, 
rather than on the individual 

tor example, the sailor hats which al one time 

bade fair to be very popular (so much so that, I 
understand from my Wren friends, considcrabic 
annoyance. was experienced by the wearers of the 
genuimme sailor hat) were all precisely alike In 
former times, styles were never so stereotyped You 
knew. for instance, that Breton sailors would be 
worn, but each model had a different angle of crown 
and brim. different curves, and different trimming 


Change in the Silhouette 


As rewards dress styles, there m considerable 
evidence that after the war a revolutionary chanec 
im the whole silhouctie will take place. Immediaicly 
before the war. women’s figures were graceful and 
feminine, and the corsetry by which they were 
moulded had become expert. Now, we have had 
for a long time to wear corsets whose original shape 
has gone, and to replenish them when absolutcly 
necessary with utility models with none of the subtie 
shapings of those pre-war modclis Ihe result 4s 
that. while hard work and rationing have kept most 
women moderaicty slim, thew figures have not the 
old somnéc appearance 

Again, the shortage of material and the need for 
economising have drastically cut the length of skirts 
for evening wear and curtailed day dresses to Krice 
length This means that the possibilities tor curves 
and waists have been reduced to a minimum. There 
a further sign in the appearance of the tunic dress, 
a clever notion with which vou obtam what looks 
like a tunic and skirt for the coupon price of a dress, 
This is necessarily short, and has no clearly defined 
warst-line 

Taking all this into consideration, i may be 
predicted that the immediate post-war woman will 
revert in some degree to the styles of the twenties, 
with their straight-cut knee-length dresses, hanging 
from the shoulder, with no waist emphasis. ft must 
be remembered that, even after hostilities are over, 
there will probably be a world shortage of materials 
for many vears to come, and the claims of all those 
poor people who have had to endure the deprivations 
resulting from the dominatian of the Nazis m occu- 
med countries will have to be met belore women 
im the United Nations tan begin to plan flowing 
robes once more 

It is unlikely that hair styles will ever go so basi- 
cally masculine as they did after the last war, when 
the shingle and the Eton crop matched the straight 
dim dresses with which they were wotn. But some 
pleasing modification of the styles then worn will 
probably be adopted. “ | 

Nor do |! think that the war-time practice of 
wearing slacks, both informally and for outdoor 
wear. will entirely disappear, until stocking supplies 
are once more ample.

israclite Committee. The ceremony took place at 
12, Grosvenor Crescent, S.W.1, the British Red 
Cross headquarters. 

Lord Melchett said these ambulances had been 
subscribed for by the Jewish community of Bucnos 
Aires. They were very grateful to Mr. Mireiman 
(head of that Jewish community) for his work olf 
collecting the funds for this wen 

Sir Philip Chetwode asked Lord Meichett to 
convey to the donors their sincere thanks for that 
splendid gift and to tell them that they could not 
at this moment have given them anything which 
could be more valuable to them—because they had 
been asked to undertake duties in regard to the 
operations that were coming on and they would be 
used for the immediate relief of the wounded and 
the sick The ambulances cost £650 cach He 
understood the Jewish community in the Argentine 
Republic had donated no less than £60,000 already 
and that gift came out of that £60,000 and would 
form part of a fleet of 200 ambulances which they 
were now buildine up for special work in connection 
with operations 

Each ambulance bears the inscription “ Donated 
by the Israclite Committee in the Argentine 
Republic.”

INFLATION IN THE MIDDLE EAS! 


The .act chat comsiderable inflation prevails in all Middic 
Eastern councies is well known; it has been the subject of 
much commen. However, aflation im Palestine has been 
much more moderate than m any other Middle Eastern 
councty . only Egypt can to some extent bear comparison 
with Paiestine. in Syria, the Lebanon. traqg, and iran, the 
cost-of-living and commoditics price indices Stand at 
oresem at anything from 500 to 1,000 {on the basis of a 
pre-war 100). They are constantly rising and show a position 
very different from that of Palestine, where the cost-of-living 
index stood at 248 in Rune, 1943 and stands at 233 at presen’ 

What is perhaps more important, there are reasons to 
believe that the situation bas not got out of hand. At the 
cost of some exertion and of considerable cxapenditure by 
way of subsidisation of a few casential conimodities, & has 
been possible not only to preyent for the time being a further 
rise in the cost-of-living index, but also to bring abou! a 
moderate decrease. Whule it must be said that most probably 
much more could have been attained  greatcr and wider 
efforts had been made at an cartier time, as was done in the 
United Kingdom. & should not be forgotten that in al the 
surrounding countries controls are far less strict than in 
Palestine and that as a comsequence the local authorities 
have ‘ound themselves to some catent hampered im their 
task. 

| should atso mention that direct taxation by way ol 
income-tax was introduced in September, 1941, and that 
there is a considerable amount of saving, ahhough: only a 
small proportion of it has been canalised into direct purchase 
of Savings Certificates and Defence Bonds.
